mander Landsdowne and Lieut. Com­ 
mander Louis Nancock of Austin, 
Texas, Hendley automatically become 
the rankihg officer. He spoke briefly 
of the disaster at Cambridge, Ohio on 
Thursday night where the survivors 
of the wreck were guests of the 
Kiwanis club of that city. 
According to a story sent by the 
Associated Press none of the survivors 
talked of the wreck of the giant craft. 
Lieutenant Hendtey spoke briefly at 
the dinner, saying, “Gentlemen, you 
have helped to lift a burden from our 
hearts.
